TiMi Midway Clipper savs the farm- 
ers of Woodford county are now en- 
gaged in cutting and liousing one of 
the best tobacco crops they have bad 
in years. 

It is said that agricultural products 
now form G.TT per cent of our total ex- 
ports and in isw; they formed 03. 1» per 
cent. Manufacturers now form 29 per 
cent of our total exports, and in 1896 
they formed 28.3 per cent.

distribution.

.V n-ry lar^e ar»a oi lowlands is in 
th.Tt country kipt free from water l)y 
the ince^^s^unt action of pumps >V(>rked 
by windmills. In i.oiiie cases the 
canals are very lonir.and are iitili/.ed 
In ihe assistance of a siic»vssion of 
t licM' iiiLiin. s. At t 111' ciid of one canal 
"ill be a niiidiniil, lli<' (I'l.ty f)f which 
is to piinip the water into another 
caiijil just a little hi;;her than the tirst. 
That canal earries the water to an- 
oih«u-, also ended by a dam with a 
wiuilotill. .The process is cwAtinued 
till the water falls at last into a canal 
tliat takes It to tbe sea. 

.\t the Wisconsin experiment sta- 
tion tht !•(■ has l)oen a somewhat simi- 
lar svstt in in op« ratio;i for a luun- 
l»er of vi ars. A j>ii er of hind several 
-acres in extent was fornit i!y covered 
will) wati r. l-.tin-x below tin- level of 
I.ak.- Mciiilota. The anlhorit ies at the 
station ran a dike across the part of 
the swantp near the lake and dug a 
ditch on the lake side as v*ell as on 
the land side. Near tbe middle of this 
dike a •*sump*' was dug. A sump is 
a reservoir fur bolding^ drainage water. 
Into this sump ditehes drain the water 
from tbe swamp. Between the snmp 
and dike a widdmill was ereciid and 
pumpin<r connections placed. The plan 
wt»rk«^d and still works to perfection. 
The vkinilmill easily keeps the water 
drained out ol the sump, and into the 
snmp the s-uamp drains itself nat- 
n rally. 

Piof. Henry told the writer that 
he was warned not to attempt the 
rtciamaiion of ihis land Oppttnents 
of the sell, tne ar<rned that If the water 
were once pumped out of the sump.

Tbe sebeme bas 
in It ;rreat possibilities, and is certain- 
ly a)>p!ieal»l« wbere land is bigli in 
price. Moreover sueli Is nd is frequent- 
ly very rich In plant food. 

In addition the Irrijratlon of such 
land in a drought is simple, rcqiiirinpf 
only a controllable siphon from the 
lake. — Farmers' Be view. 



It often happens one wishes tn op- 
erate a [uunp hy wind j);iw<'r when 
the jiump is at a distance from the 
winiimill.

Another excellent device is shown. 
The crank or handle (c). on one end 
the rod or tbe shaft takes the place 
of the pnmp hai^le, while d, on the 
other end of tb« abaft, receives the 
niotiov from the aalll. The rod on 
which these two contrivances are 
placed can be of almost any, length. 
Where it is not possible to rihi it di- 
rect from the mill to the pump, it can 
be joined by means of a universal 
joint, and run around or over any ob- 
stacle. This joint is shown at e. and 
consists of two shaft.s or arms, each 
terminating in a semicircle, and con- 
nected by means of a cross upon 
which each semicircle is hinged.

Tlic hogs' legs perform a function 
not known to any other animal, and 
that is an escape pipe or pipes for the 
discharge pf waste aaatter or sweat 
not used ia tbe economy of the body. 
These eseape pipca are sittwted upon 
the inride of tlie legs, above apd below 
the knees In the fore Igs and above 
the gamble joints In the hind legs, but 
in the latter they are very small, and 
the functions are light. I'pon the in- 
pide of the fore legs they are always 
active, so that moisture is always 
there about and below these oritiees 
or ducts in the healthy hog. Tlie lioles 
in the legs and breathing in the hog 
are his principal and only means of 
ejecting an excess cf heat above nor- 
. ^nal, and when very warm the hog 
will open the month and breathe 
throned tMt (sbdnncl aa wcU as the 
oostrlla. 

The horse can perspire through ail 
the pores of its body, same as a man, 

and cattle do the same to a limited ex- 
tent, but the hog never. His escape 
falves arc confined to the orifices upon 
the inside of his legs. People often 
wonder why it in tliat t}:e Jio?f dies so 
suddenly when he runs rapidly or 
takes quick and violent exercise by 
fiiihling. Hut wlicn you con.sider the 
few escape pipes, their small capacity 
find remoteness from the cavity where 
the beat is generated, the wonder is 
tbat be dofs not die quickly when over^ 
heated; — American Swineherd. 



Th» bodies of dead snia|a|s are tfbn- 
verted Into fertilizer by soipe farmtrs, 

but something depends upon circum- 
stances as to the advisitbility of so do- 
ing. If an animal dies of some con- 
tagious disease and is buried the 
earthworms will bring to the surface 
the germs of the disease. This fftct 
was demonstrated by Pasteur, the fa- 
mous French chemist, who niade tests 
in that direction. Disease was com- 
municated ta animals that ate grass 
w^hich grew over the body of a buried 
auimal. The better plan is to eonsnine 
the bodies of diseased animals, pr sub- 
ject them to it bath of sulj^urie acid 
after death, ip order to destroy the 
germs of disease. 

It Pars to Keen AceonatSt 
Tbe expenses and receipts fnna aa> 
imala are unknown to soa^e farmers. 
It is estimated that it requires four 
pcres to keep a cow, and the value of 
the land as rent shotild be charged 
against her as so much expense, 
which she must pay before her milk 
will give a profit. On the other side, 
a cow will leave about $10 worth of 
manure on the four acres, which 
should be deducted from the rent 
charges. When strict accounts are 
kept of ail expenses the farmers will 
then kn' which animals are paying 
•ad whica ava not even supportli^.
